What the architect himself, Frank 


Shea of 
San 
Francisco, styles 
his 


greatest work, has been received here 
by Father Tubman; it is the plans for 
the Catholic 
cathedral—a 
work in 


modified Romanesque architecture and 
one which for originality has no equal 
in the country, the priest says. 


The drawings show a design which 


pleases the most critical eye and one 
which, when shown to the friends of 
the priest around the Hotel Golden 
last night, excited the admiration of 
all 
without 
an 
exception. 
Shea 


acknowledges in a letter accompany- 
ing the plans that the edifice, if built, 
will be a monument to his name, and 
those who have 
seen 
the designs 


concur in this opinion. 


"The 
drawings are superb," said 
Father Tubman last night, "but even 
though I admire them a.s the greatest 
I have ever seen there is one difficulty 
which makes me hesitate in accepting 
them. 
Shea has depicted a structure 


which will cost almost $7o,nnn when 
furnished and ready fur church pur- 
poses. 
The ediiicc alone \\ill cost 


about $50,000. 


"Here is the problem: 
I have only 


a .small fraction of that .-urn promised, 
and although the people of Nevada 
are liberal givers to any religious pro- 
ject, I hesitate in taking the burden 
of such a debt on the parish. 
Until I 


ascertain the opinion of advisers on 
the surety of 
obtaining that sum I 


uill not answer Shea as to whether I 
will accept his designs. 
In the latter 


case the calSicdral may have to be re- 
duced in si/.e from what the architect 
plans at present, but. of course, that 
will eliminate) some of the best feat- 
ures. 
"Shea will come to Reno as soon as 


I give him » definite answer to the 
impression the designs he submitted 
today have made on me.

favorable, but my decision is governed

conditions;

shall I wait u n t i l Hie money is forth- 
coming or proceed with the work and 
depend on the liberality of thu people 
in sustaining me in it'.'"

01' a lofty shaft, surmounted by the 
liguro of Liberty.

inal colonies 


To the average present-day visitor, 
however, decidedly the most Interest- 
ing of all the "show places" In York- 
town is the famous Nelson House. 
This mansion, which was at the time 
of the siege, as it is today, the most 
imposing structure in Torktown,^ was 
built In 1712. It is a two-story brick 
structure with, corners ot hewn stone, 
built on an old EngliBh model and 
would be well worthy a visit as an 
example of the colonial homes of the 
Old Dominion, even were there no 
Historical romance to invest it with 
significance. 
Until shortly before the 


arrival of the British troop's the Nel- 
son house was occupied by Thomas 
Nelson, signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, and who had but a few 
months before succeeded Thomas Jef- 
ferson as governor of Virginia. 


Governor Nelson was present at the 
siege of Yorktown, in command . of 
the Virginia militia, and, as fate would 
have It, his battery was the first to 
open upon the town. 
His residence 


being tiie finest In the place, Governor 
Xelson haJ no doubt that It was occu- 


i pied by Lord Cornwall!.' as his head- 
i quarters, aiivl so the patriotic Virgin- 


ian pointed the first gun against his 
own dwelling, and afterard offered a 
reward of five guineas to every gunner 
who would throw a ball into the struc- 
ture. 
How effective this was is at- 


tested by the holes made by the can- 
non balls, which are to this day visi- 
ble in the walls. 


However, Cornwallis did not occupy 


Governor Nelson's* 'house for long, 
if at all, although several of the most 
prominent British officers were quar- 
tered there. The English commander- 
ir.-chief established his headquarters 
at another house owned by a differ- 
ent member of the Nelson 
family, 


but was soon driven by the heat of 
the American cannonading to seek 
refuge in a cave In the bluff on the 
river bank, and In this excavation 
lined with green baize, he held coun- 
cil ,with his officers. Visitors to York- 
town are shown a cave consisting of 
ar. apartment 12 by 18 feet in size 
and several smaller rooms, which tra- 
dition reputes to be Cornwallis Cave, 
but no historian has vouched for the 
absolute authenticity of this, although 
tiie excavation is known to have been 
one of those made at the time of the 
siege. 


The earthworks erected at the tim« 


cf the final struggle between the for- 
ces under General Washington and 
Lord Cornrtallla have almost entirely 
disappeared save in the case of some

'' There is a reason for this deplor- 
able state of rapidly decreasing taste. 
It is accredited to the methods of 
modern publishers. 
The newspaper 


advetrisement is held to be mainly 
responsible. The name of any work 
a well advertised author is said to 


a name. They chose the title under 
which it was sold and it is generally 
admitted that the name alone was 
worth money to the author. 
Those are the excuses for the de- 


pravity in literacy taste; but the facts 
are, nevertheless, that wihlc Andrew 
Carnegie is fathering a commission 
for the revision, of spelling rules, he

Of blolgraphies, the most Informa- 
tive class of writing, but little is read.

This sort of writing is read at hap- 
hazard depending on the work of the 
students more than 
popular 
taste. 
Still the extracts and references to 
great men of former ages as given In 
the better class of magazines are an 
incentive to the study of biographies. 
Suggestion counts for little in guid- 


ing; the public demand for reading. 
The child Is easily led when taken 
in hand at an early age and he can 
be taught to let the trashy books 
alone; but with the mature mind of 
woman dominant, it is difficult to sug-. 
gest a standard book unless it is first 
sought for. Of necessity the librarinan, 
then, must keep the latest light fic- 
tion on the desk at his side. He can 
read the mind of the 
person calling 
for the book, and in a great majority 
of cases he makes no mistak^ when 
he reaches for one of the best sellers 
on being asked for something to read.

SECRETS OF THE UPPER AIR 
Both Rotch and De Bort have de- 
voted considerable private resources 
and talents of no mean order to me- 
teorological research, and when, in 
the summer of 1905, these two scien- 
tists united in a joint expedition for 
the exploration of the upper air cur- 
rents in the trade-wind region of the 
North Atlantic, the results of their 
observations were awaited with great 
Interest. 
The trade winds are the], 


most Important of what may be called j 
the "permanent" winds of the globe. 
Thus in the North Atlantic the north- 
east trades are in summer found in 
full force about the Canary Islands, 
and serve until within about 12 de- 
grees of the equator. In winter the] 
belt shifts rather further south, but; 
at all seasons a, wind from the north-: 
east is steady -and strong from at I 
least 25 degrees north latitude forj 
fully 1,000 miles southward. The ex-, 
pedition of oRtch and De Bort ap-! 
pears to have differed in its methods, 
from that of the Prince of Monaco In 
the more general use 
of 
"Ballons 
sondes," which rose to great heights, 
and by their line of drift indicated 
the direction of the atmosphere cur- 
rent at different altitudes. Kites also 
were used, but in 
the 
trade-wind 


region no great height can be reached 
by their agency. 
The 
northwesterly current 
was 


found to be drier and more raid than 
the main northeasterly current, and 
there was always a quick rise of tem- 
erature as soon as the level of the 
anti-trade was reached. This phenom- 
enon of "temperature 
inversion" is 
one of the most interesting to be met 
with in at mospherlc exploration. To 
.give a single example: On one occa- 
sion, with a temperature of 70 de- 
grees just above the sea, the air, at 
au elevation of 3,500 feet, was found 
to have &. temperature as high as 86 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
For our knowl- 
edge of the upper currents outside the 
region explored by Rotch and De Bort 
we are still chiefly indebted to studies 
of the direction of movement of the 
cirrus clouds. For example, the island 
of Mauritius, in the Southern Indian 
Ocean, lies right in the track of the 
southeast,: trades.

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SWSPAFERr 
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Lesson of the 59tH Congress 
By Wm. E. Smythe 


I 


T seems to be agreed up-l 


on all sides that the work 


accomplished at the session 
of Congress which has re- 
cently a d j o u r n c d w a s 
epoch-making. This it. the 
view even of 
those 
who 


think the most important 
laws enacted fell far short 
of the country's needs and 


\\ill be productive of small 
results.

The significance 
of the 


recent session lies in the fact 
that 
Congress 


strongly asseitcd a new principle—the principle 
that the American people have the right to exer- 
cise a large measure of control over private busi- 
ness affairs. 
This is unqucslionabK the result of 


President 
Roose-velt'-j influence, as repeatedly 


expressed in his <=tnte papcis and public addresses. 


It is this fact \\lnch has made him popular in 


some quarter ^ and unpopular in others, and that 
gives ground foi the remark that he has "stolen 
Brian's cloihe^." Mr. P>r\au's comment is that 
'The clothes don't tit him very well," but the 
president himself makes no complaint on the j 
subject. He seems likeh to continue to wear the ' 
suit until the end of his administration, and to ' 
leave it comcnicnth hanging on the hack of the! 
presidential chair for the benefit of his successor. 


The great measures which strikingly illustrate | 


the tendency of the times are the railroad rate 
bill, the pure food bill, and the meat inspection 
bill. None of these arc verv radical in their de- 
tails, yet all aiv based on the new principle that 
the public has the right to interfere in the con- 
duct of private business to a degree hitherto un- 
recognized in the United States. 


The railroad rate bill is disappointing in the 


fact that it involves litigation as the only means 
of enforcing reasonable rates and equal treatment 
among shippers, and in the fact that it failed to 
provide a maximum dividend as the basis upon 
which rates should be fixed. The bill could not 


have passed the Senate with only three dissenting 
votes if it had been regarded as a really effective 
means of regulation by the transportation inter- 
ests. 
Still, ill makes a beginning in the right di- 


rection, for it carries the acknowledgement that 
the people have the right to control the railroads. 
If the law is a failure it will be spccdih followed 
by a better and stronger one, for it is safe to as- 
sume that there will be no backward step in the 
new path on which we have entered. 


The pure food bill, passed after fifteen \ears 


of struggle, turns out to be a joke for the present, 
at' least. After Congress adjourned, it was dis- 
co\ crcd that the measure carrier! no appropriation 
for its enforcement. Funm that the mistake was 
not discovered until it was too late to remedy it! 
\e\erthcless, Congress has assented to the prin- 
ciple of food regulation and will probabh do its 
wotk better the next time. 


So with meat inspection, the bill passed seems] 


unjust m the fact that it makes the people pav 
the expense of inspection, and it is certainly inad- 
equate on the score of protection in the fact that, 
it does not compel the packers to put dates on 
their labels, showing when the meat was packed. 
And yet1 in this case, also .Congress has asserted 
its right to regulate a great monopoh dealing in 
the necessaries of life. That is progress of mo- 
mentous significance. 


In all great movements of human pi ogress the 


chief difficulty lies in the establishment of a new 
principle. Since tlhe American people began toi 
take thought of the dangers involved in consoli- 
dated wealth every suggestion of governmental 
regulation has been met by the proposition that 
private business must not be intcrcfcred with. We 
have been told that such interference was popu- 
listic, socialistic, even anarchistic. 


This was the argument in 1896, when Bryan 


fought the money trust. It was the argument in 
1900 when Bryan proposed federal licenses for 
corporations engaged in interstate commerce. 
It was the argument constantly urged during the 
recent! session of Congress against railroad regu- 


j pure food laws, and meat inspection. The 


argument has been hammered to pieces on the an- 
vil of debate and thrown into the junk heap of 
history. 


We arc to regulate private business where- 


cvcr it conflicts with the common good. In the 
process of doing so we shall grope, blindly at first, 
even stumble and fall; but we shall get up again 
and go on until the problem is solved. 


There never was a time when so many compe- 


tent minds were engaged in discussing economic 
questions in this and other countries. One of the 
most luminous of recent contributions to the dis- 
cussion of the oversliadowing theme is that of 
Ray Stannard Baker in Collier's Wceklv. 
Mr. 


Baker's specialty is the study of'facts rather than 
the expression of acadeinic views. He is one of 
the most distinguished of our special reporters in 
the ranks of "the higher journalism." 


Mr. Baker finds.that the irrepressible conflict 


is between competition and monopoly, and that 
both labor and capital are fighting to destroy 
competition and make an absolute monopoly of 
what they have to sell. Just as organized cap- 
ital seeks to control the price and output of .all 
important commodities, so organised labor seeks 
to control the wages and supply of workingmen 
available for the country' industries. The same 
struggle is in progress on the part of those who 
are producing from the soil. Everywhere there 
is organization and counter-organization, and ev- 
erywhere monopoly is throttling competition. We 
arc passing to a new order of things. 


Mr. Baker's article is notable not only because 


of his clear grasp of facts, but also because of the 
conclusion which he reaches. He announces that, 
beyond all qustion, competition is beaten and mo- 
nopoly has won the fight. He says we must face 
the fact of monopoly on the part of capital, mo- 
nopoh on the part of ;labor, .monopoly on the part 
of organized producers—that where tliis condition 
has not been effectedy.it soon will'be, for nothing 
can .stop it. 
. . . 


His further conclusion is that the great prob- 


lem of the immediate future is the regulation of 
monopoly in the interest of the masses. William 
Jennings Bryan was perhaps the first American 
statesman to see that this was so, and it was in 
the act of following him here that President 
Roosevelt "stole Bryan's clothes." 
Neverthe 


less, this fact does not detract from the credit due 
the president in fighting the peoples' battles. 


What a private citizen thinks may or may 


not be important, according as his influence is 
small or large; what a president of the United 
States thinks is of very great importance. The 
man in the White House makes issues with his 
lightest speech, and the issues which he espouses 
evolve laws and institutions. 


The tendencies illustrated in the great bills 


passed by the 59th Congress, and set forth in 
Mr. Baker's discussion of competition and mo- 
nopoly should be considered together if-you would 
know whither we are going. Thus far we have 
moved from wasteful competition to grinding mo. 
nopoly. Inevitably, the next step will be to de- 
prive monopoly of its power to oppress and trans- 
form it into a common blessing. 


, The ideas embodied in Senator Newlands' 
railroad plah wiil yet command the attention of 
thoughtful Americans. These ideas contain the 
essence of a plan by which, monopoly could really 
be civilized, humanized, and made to bear the 
burdens of mankind. 


As applied to railroads, the policy proposed 


would permit consolidation, but limit dividends 
to a normal return upon an honest valuation. In- 
stead of going to pay dividends on watered stock, 
the excess of earnings would apply to make lower 
rates, better service, higher wages, old-age and 
invalid pensions for employees. 


Why is not the method also applicable to ev- 


ery other form of monopoly in the necessaries 
of life? There is no doubt that it is, nor that it 
will be seriously considered as a remedy just as1 


soon as it is generally recognized that Mr. Baker 
is right in saying that the battle is practically 
over, that monopoly has bea,tien .competition, and 


that the new demand is for constructive policies 
to regulate monopoly in the interests of all. 


The future is beginning to take shape, and it 


is mighty interesting. As I remarked last week, 
the American people are seeking safe passage 
between the'Scylla. of Plutocracy and Charybdis 
of Socialism. They began the voyage under Tlie- 
ordore Roosevelt; they seem likely to continue it 
under William Jennings Bryan,
